dice against the Negro and Jew.” 

Carter said the term “fuehrer” 
comparied him to the “Nazi dic- 
tator” Adolf Hitelr.

JERUSALEM — Proposed 
presentation of “Green Pas; 
tures,” the whimsical play 
about a young Negro’s con- 
ception of Biblical figures, 
has been banned by the Film 
Censorship board here. 

The board ruled that the 
film would be offensive both 
to religious and non-religious 
sections of the public. 

The play, which was writ- 
ten by Mare Connelly, was to 
have been presented by the 
Habimah Theatre. Habimah 
originally sought approval 
last December. It was told 
by the board a month later 
that it should withdraw its 
request, but refused to do so, 
The board then acted to ban 
the play.

OTTAWA—The appeal of Dr. 
Benjamin Massouda, 29, a Jew- 
ish physician from Egypt, for 
admission to Canada is not ex- 
pected to be granted. 

Dr. Massouda who came to °2 
United States in 1954, has been 
charged with violating the U. S. 
Exchange Visitor’s Act, and has 
been ordered to leave the U. 5S.

Congressman 
Abraham J. Multer (D., N.Y.), 
who this week sent a letter to 
all congressmen flaying the 
American Council for Judaism, 
expressed his views on the decie 
sion not to finance the Aswan 
high dam for Egypt, which led 
to the action on the Suez Canal, 
He said Dulles’ should have 
agreed to supply the funds on 
condition that Egypt make peace 
with Israel. 


IN LONDON, two British war- 
time leaders had views on the 
Suez problem that pertained to 
Israel. 

Lorg Leslie Hore-Belisha, fore 
mer British minister of war, told 
newsmen that he felt Britain 
should build a new canal through 
Israel territory. The oft-mene- 
tioned possibility of a canal from 
the Mediterranean through the 
Negev to Eilat thus figures in 
the news again, The suggestion 
will probably be heard from many 
quarters unless the Suez problem 
is solved, 

Another Britsh military lead. 
er, Lord Killearn, who forced 
Egypt to line up with the Allies 
when Rommel was moving across 
North Africa, urged a_ treaty 
with Israel as one of five steps 
to ‘beat Nasser.” 





Congregation Uses 100-Year-Old Interior for New Air-Conditioned Structure 


CHARLESTON, S. C.—How an historic Jew- 
ish community such as Charleston, S. C., preserves 
tradition was shown here recently. 

After 100 years of service, the old Orthodox 
Synagogue which the congregation has long out- 
grown, was closed. The community felt, however, 
that the ancient building, with its sacred associa- 
tions, should not be allowed te fall prey to the 
Tavages of time. It was therefore decided to re- 
Store the beautiful interior of the old synagogue in 
the congregation’s new house of worship. 

To achieve this, the old building was dis- 
Mantled, piece by piece, and rebuilt in the new lo- 
cation. 

The hand-carved Corinthian columns’ which 
adorned the Holy Ark, the magnificent stained 
8lass windows which portray ancient symbols of 
our faith, are being re-installed in the new struc- 
ture ready to inspire new generations of worshipers. 


THE NEWLY BUILT ladies balcony is sup- 
Ported by the self-same handsome columns which 
Served in the old synagogue and even the burnished 
brass railings have been given a new lease on life. 
The new synagogue will be dedicated on Thursday, 

: Aug. 30, which is the eve of the 24th day of Elul, 


exactly 100 years after the congregation’s original 
synagogue was completed for worship. 

This is also the date when, according to Haggai, 
1:15 “the Lord stirred up the spirit of Zerubabel, 
governor of Judah, and the spirit of Joshua, the 
high priest, and the spirit of all the remnant of 
the people and they came and did work in the 
house of the Lord of hosts, their G-d.” 

The earliest Jewish settlers came to this city 
in the 17th Century. By 1750, they had a regula 
congregation known as Kahal Kodosh Beth Elohim. 
With the passage of the years, a group arose which 
pressed for changes in the traditional service. By 
1843, after several decades of bitter argument, 
they succeeded in transforming Beth Elohim into 
the first Reform Temple in America. Those who 
remained loyal to the traditions of their fathers 
seceded, and strengthened by new arrivals, organized 
an Orthodox congregation, in 1854. Less than two 
years later, they dedicated their synagogte. 


NOW, AFTER A CENTURY, their great-grand- 
children still carry on their loyal traditions. The 
air-conditioned B’rith Sholom Beth Israel Syna- 
gogue, is built in accordance with all the provisions 
of Jewish law and is a beautiful example of tradi- 
tional synagogue architecture. 


The congregatfon, which numbers 357 families, 
includes well over half the total Jewish population 
of the city of Charleston. 


This year will be observed as a year of re- 


dedication and in addition to the synagogue, sev- 
eral other building projects have been undertaken, 
These include a modern mikvah, a Hebrew School 
with 10 classrooms, two kindergartens, library, air- 
conditioned offices, kitchen and other facilities, and 
in addition a small chapel. The new school build- 
ing will house regular afternoon Hebrew classes as 
well as the newly organized all-day school. The 
all-day school will open in.September with grade 
one and nursery - kindergarten, with additional 
grades to be added every year. 


PRESIDENT of the congregation is youthful, 
energetic Aaron Solomon, a descendant of one of 
the original founding families. Solomon carries on 
in the traditions of his forebears also in his per- 
sonal life. He and- his brother head one of the lead- 
ing wholesale dry goods establishments in the 
Carolinas and the business is closed on the Sabbath, 


The Congregation is served by two cantors;”

California To Probe Kashrut Situation

SACRAMENTO, Cal.—A probe 
of the kashrut situation in Cal- 
ifornia will be undertaken as a 
result of a decision of the Joint 
Legislative Budget Committee of 
the state, 
The probe was ordered by Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight, after many 
protests against violations of the 


present kashrut law, whirh has 
been on the books for 25 years. 

The governor’s action followed 
revelation that although there is 
a provision in the penal code 
providing penalties for violations 
of kashrut, there is no agency 
of the state set up to enforce 
the law. 

Among the most flagrant vio- 
lations of the present law was 
found to be private institutions 


for caring for the aged and also 
for children, who advertise ag 
kosher, but make litle pretenge 
at observing kashrut, 

The probe is not expected to 
get under way until some time 
in November. Depending on the 
findings ang the recommenda. 
tions as a result of the probe, 
the 1957 session of the legisla. 
ture is expected to enact a new 
kashrut code.

Admittedly coaching does not 
rank as high in earning power 
as the other above listed occu- 
pations.

made his debut as a shortstop 
for the Jackson, Mich., team. 


IN PROOF of this mutual 
good will, Brooklyn fans and 
baseball fans in general will 
have an opportunity to chow 
their appreciation at a Jake Pit- 
ler “night” to be held at Ebbets 
Field, Sept. 18. 

Unusual as it is for a coach 
to be honored with even one 
“night,” Jake can claim’ the 
probably unprecedented distinc- 
tion of being the main partici- 
pant in two such events. It can 
safely be said that he earned the 
second by his conduct on the 
first. 

In 1953, when Jake first was 
honored by the fans, he insisted 
—and had his way—that the en- 
tire proceeds be given to char- 
ity. The fans have not forgot- 
ten Jake’s selfless act and this 
time are determined that he will 
not escape the shower of gifts 
they intend to rain on him. 


UPON REFLECTION, it seems 
rather significant that Pitler has 
achieved far greater distinction 
as a coach than as a player or 
manager. 

Jake spent only parts of two 
seasons in the major leagues. 
In 1917 he played 109 games for 
the Pirates, hitting a none too 
robust .233. The next year, in 
three games with the same team, 
he had only one time at bat, 
and that was unsuccessful. 

As a minor league manager. 
his success also was limited. Of 
the 15 teams he led to the post 
in April, only two, Olean in 1939 
and 1940 finished at the head of 
the pack at season’s end. (In- 
cidentally, one of his Olean play- 
ers in 1942 was Cal Abrams, a 
co-religionist who .joyed some 
success as a major league play- 
er until his banishment to Miami 
early this season.) 


BUT AS COACH of the Dodg- 
ers since 1948, Jake has been an 
unqualified hit. 

What’s the’ reason? 
Bob Feller knows. 
to be a player you have to be 
merely skillful, to be a manager 
you have to be merely smart, 
bu‘ to be a coach you need only 
to rate tops as a human being.

Change of Name By Golda Myerson Throws Spotlight on Case 





Air Force General Defies Order 


By B-G On Hebrew Names

HAIFA—The publicity attendant to the changing of her name by Golda Myerson, the Foreign 
Minister, to Golda Mayer, throws light on the drive of Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion to force 
changes of foreign-sounding names to Israeli ones. 

All Israel still remembers the bitter fight Israel Navy’s Commander Vishnevski and Israel’s 


Prime Minister had over the forcible change of his name. 


ficers, said that as he was the 
sole male survivor of his fam- 
ily, and he did not want this old 
name to become extinct. To 
which B.-G. replied that Israelis 
shoulg have Israeli names and 
not foreign-souriding ones, 

It will be rememberel as well 
that the fight between B-G and 
Vishnevski ended with Vishnev- 
ski’s surrender when he was of- 
fered the post of commander-in- 
chief of the Liberian Navy and 
eould not leave Israel because 
of B-G’s orders that no Israeli 
military personnel be permitted 
to leave the country until they 
change their names to Hebrew. 


THE FINAL result was that 
Vishnevski became Sharon and 
everything was well in the Israel 
armeg forces until old B-G tac- 
kled young Dan Tolkovsky, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Israel air 
force. 

General Tolkovsky, a daring 
sabra airman, fought in the Brit- 
ish Royal Air Force during the 
Second World War and became 
an RAF squadron commander. 
A fighting general, Tolkovsky 
‘took over from General Laskov 
about five years ago, and has 
been in command of the IAF 
ever since. Following the last 
name changes in the Army and 
Navy a year ago, B-G found 
that Tolkovsky was the only sen- 
ior officer with a foreign-sound- 
. ing name, and he turned the 
heat on him full blast. 


FIRST OF ALL, the prime 
minister tried to persuade him 
through the mail. This didn’t 
help any. 

Then, he went to work on him 
with words, but it didn’t help 
either. Then, B-G tried to apply 
to the young general the same 
pressure that worked so well on 
Commander Vishnevski. It was 
pointed out that under the new 


regulations military personnel 
with foreign -sounding names 
were forbidden to leave the 


country, and Tolkovsky was due 
to go on a mission himself, If 
he went to the United States, 
aS planned, without changing his 
name first, he’d be guilty of con- 
travening the regulations. How- 
ever, the general did not sur- 
render; he did not go to the 
United States himself, and sent 
instead his deputy, Colonel Oser 


Weizmann, the late president’s 
nephew, 
THIS RAISED B-G's wrath 


and he sent an order to the &s- 
Tael Armed Forces to change 
Tolkovsky’s name without his 
consent. 


An order from the minister of 
defense and prime minister is no 
joke in the Army, and the armed 


forces spokesman and public re- 
lations people didn’t ask twice 
before changing the IAF com- 
mMander’s name from Tolkovsky 
'o the Hebrew Tolav without as 
much as consulting him. 

Following his name-change, all 
Official communiques and re- 
leases spoke only of General To- 
lav and General Tolkovsky was

dead. This went on until the 
sabra general counterattacked. 


FIRST OF ALL, he called all 
his Air Force public relations 
people on the carpet and told 
them bluntly that if they called 
him Tolav again in their reports 
and releases, he’d break them 
down to the ranks and give them 
a dishonorable discharge, or 
something similar, in the bar- 
gain. He also called in his secre- 
taries and made it plain to them 
that he’d not sign an order or 
a letter with any other name 
than his own, viz., Tolkovsky. 

This had the desired result: 
While the official communiques 
still spoke sometimes of General 
Tolav, the Air Force releases 
mentioned only Genera] Tolkov- 
sky, all Air Force orders were 
signed by General Tolkovsky, 
and all official functions, parties, 
etc., were attended only if the 
invitation or letter was ad- 
dresseqg to General Tolkovsky— 
they were ignored if the ad- 
dressee was General Tolav. 


B-G, HOWEVER, wasn’t going 
to take it from a young, cocky 
and fresh general, whom he per- 
sonally liked. He turned on more 
heat and pressure, and the result 
was. that while Tolkovsky was 
in the air, he was called Tolav 
on the ground, but as soon as he 


Vishnevski, one of the Navy’s top of- 





was back on the ground, Tolav 
was dead and only ‘Tolkovsky ex- 
isted again. 

Last week, the young [AF com- 
mander explained why he was so 
stubborn in refusing to change 
his name. As a matter of fact, 
his real name wasn’t Tolkovsky 
at all, but Kapian, and even if 
Kaplan wasn’t good enough for 
B-G, he wouldn’t have minded 
changing it M1. times to some bet- 
ter Hebrew name, but for an 
old oath never to change the ac- 
quired name of Tolkovsky which 
was binding for his family for- 
ever. 


THE GENERAL revealed how 
his grandfather’s life was saved 
in Russia by the name of Tol- 
kovsky. The Kaplan family had 
two sons of military age and 
one of them, the general’s grand- 
father, was about to be drafted 
into the Russian army and sent 
to fight against the Japanese. 

Next door to the Kaplan fam- 
ily lived the Tolkovsky family 
whose only son had been killed 
in action. At that time, a new 
Russian law exempteg from mil- 
itary service. all Only sons, and 
the Tolkovsky family expressed 
the desire to adopt the generai's 
grandfather and thus save him 
from certain death if he swore 
to keep the family’s name and 
hand it down the generations for- 
ever, which is why the general 
did not wish to ang could not 
break the oath given by his 
grandfather. 


BUT FOR the name of Tol- 
kovsky I wouldn’t have been 
born here in Israel, says the gen- 
eral, and it is unfair to demand 
of me to break the oath which 
is binding for me as well, The 
general public’s sympathy lies 
with General Tolkovsky, follow- 
ing his explanation, but B-G has 
not yet said his last word in his 
fight for Hebrew names in Tsrael.

The stone for the memorial was mined from a Galilee 
quarry and inscribed with “Amcha” (Your People) in Israel. 
Funds for the maintenance of the grave are to-be contributed 
half by Jewish organizations and half by non-Jewish universities.

JERUSALEM (NJP) — The 
Knesset, before it adjourned for 
the summer, heard I. Bar-Yehu- 
da, minister of the _ interior, 
charge that many persons who 
professed they were going abroad 
as tourists, actually. were con- 
cealing their intentions and were 
leaving Israel for good, 

In a debate over the number

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Emigration From Israel 
Neither Tragic Nor Alarming

HAIFA—After an interval of journalistic quiet, there has of 
late again been widespread discussion in the press on the subject 
of emigration from Israel. Regrettably, much that has been writ- 
ten and said on the subject, not excluding many of the things pub- 
lished in The National Jewish POST, have been utter nonsense, 
This is being written in the hope that it may serve to an extent 
o to clarify popular understanding of the subject, 

Of course, there is emigration from Israel, 
Strangely enough, the very critics of Israel who 
: insist that this is a totalitarian state which does 
# not permit free exit, in the same breath point 
with glee to the “hordes” of Israelis who have 
been abandoning the country. Obviously, both 
statements cannot be correct. 

There are very few countries in the world 
which permit free movement of population, 
usually for reasons of economics or security, 
and if difficulties are placed in the path of those

desiring to leave Israel, the American observer must view these 
in the world context, and not apply principles which are current 
only in the United States. 

YET WHAT ARE the difficulties? 
requires that those leaving the country must pay all their debts,

including back taxes. Is this an unreasonable request? It re 
quires that young people shall fulfill their compulsory military 
service requirements before leaving. It seems to me that not very 
long ago the United States had a similar requirement. There must 
be assurance that no emigre is taking with him any of the liquid 
wealth of the country, or any Israeli currency. This is standard 
procedure almost everywhere, including Great Britain. Neverthe. 
less, people do leave Israel, legally, openly, and no finger is raised 
to stop them, if that is their inclination. 

What is the truth about the “hordes” who are “deserting?” Un- 
til very recently the Israeli authorities kept no accurate statistics 
about emigrants. Instead the figure was of “departing Israelis.” 
This figure included those going abroad for vacation, for business, 
for study, or for various purposes representing organizations, 
agencies or institutions in Israel. Sometimes it has seemed that 
the number in the latter category has been inordinately large. The 
great majority of these return to Israel, and a contrast of de 
parture and arrival figures for any one year cannot provide an 
accurate check. F 

AS NEARLY AS CAN BE ASCERTAINED from carefully 
studied figures, and these, too, it should be warned, are like all 
other figures, estimates, the peak year of emigration was 1953. In 
that year about 13,000 Israelis left Israel for good. As against 
that figure, the 1955 statistics show about 6,000 permanent de- 
partures. In the first four months of 1956, 2,288 departees ad- 
mitted to being emigrants. The true figure is probably larger, 
but this obviously shows a sharp increase which, if continued 
during the remainder of the year, would bring 1956 back close to 
the peak. There is little doubt that the tense military situation 
over the past winter and spring was the cause of this increase. 

No one in Israel is happy about emigration. Popular reaction 
ranges all the way from indignant labeling of the emigres as 
“traitors and deserters” to much more understanding of the situa- 
tion on the part of those who regret each departure, but would 
nevertheless still not place any legal obstacle in their path. ‘Our 
Zionism must not be a Zionism of compulsion,’ one commentator 
wrote recently in “Haaretz.” ‘This is what distinguishes us from 
Biro-Bidjin.” 

IT SEEMS TO ME, however, that in their disappointment or 
their malicious glee, as the case may be, the various observers are 
missing an important point. There would indeed be something 
wrong with Israel if all the population movement were in one di- 
rection. An immigration without emigration becomes as suspicious 
as the democracy of a country where 90 per cent of the votes are 
cast for a single candidate, and the non-voters are arrested to ex- 
plain why they remained away from the polls, as in Egypt not 
long ago. 

I have figures which show that there were 11.4 million im: 
fhigrants to the United States in the 40 years between 1911 and 
1951. In the same period there were 3.8 million emigrants, or 21 
per cent of the total! Compared to this, the figures from Israel 
do not look bad at all, for in the eight-year period since the crea- 
tion of the State, a period of free, uncontrolled and unrestricted 
immigration, when some 750,000 people entered, the total of emi- 
grants has been about 60,000, or only 8 per cent of the total. Viewed 
from this perspective, the situation in Israel is by no means tragi¢ 
or even alarming.

I HAVE before me a piece 
written by a mother who starts 
out quite humbly to explain that 
she knew her opinion was Solicit- 
ed not because she was any sort 
of expert on Jewish education 
but “for my simple experience 
as a parent,” and then she pro- 
ceeds to make some observations 
that show serious and thought- 
ful and, yes, sensible delving into 
a problem that faces most Jewish 
mothers today. 

Elizabeth Wexler is quoted in 
the pamphlet published by the 
Council of Jewish Education in 
Philadelphia on a talk she gave 
this spring before the PTA of 
the Gratz School of Observation 
and Practice, and here is what 
she has to say in part: 

“, , in the task of creating 
conditions in the home which re- 
flect rather than destroy those 
objectives to which the Hebrew 
school is dedicated, we have been 
successful in one area. Both of 
our children are pursuing their 
Hebrew studies, one as a junior 
in Gratz College and the other 
in the lower school... At no 
time did we accept a terminal 
point for their education ... An 
occasional activity may mean an 
absence in Hebrew school but 
under no circumstances will he 
“quit” at thitteen . «.« 

“WE SELECTED our Hebrew 
school carefully .. . its philoso- 
phy had to be one which we could 
accept and the religious pattern 
one to which we could adjust. 
There was no merit in subject- 
ing our children to points of view 
which were totally unacceptable 
WO UB 2.6/6 

“We tried at all times to incul- 
cate in our children respect and 
esteem for the teachers . . . It 
was clear to us that neither the 
home nor the school can afford 
to operate in a vacuum but must 
supplement each other if the 
learning experience is to be 
meaningful for the child. The 
parent must implement in the 
home those Jewish experiences 
which the child is taught in the 
Scn0el . .« 

“In my opinion... it is im- 
material whether we are Ortho- 
dox, Conservative or Reform. The 
essential is to be identified in a 
positive fashion with that which 
we are...”

Dear Mr, Cohen:

HN. 
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REFORM JUDAISM IN _ ISRAEL 


If the Israeli Orthodox leadership 
hopes to prevent Reform and Conserva- 
tism from coming to Israel, they cer- 
tainly are going about it the wrong way. 

It is one thing for the Orthodox to 
fight for their beliefs and to propagate 
their way of thinking as vigorously as 
possible. It is something else to prevent 
other variations of Judaism from getting 
established. 

Dr. Glueck’s willingness to compro- 
mise should not be taken as cowardice 
by his cohorts in the United States. It 
is quite obvious that the kind of Juda- 
ism that meets the needs of the Israelis 
will be considerably different and more 
Orthodox, than that which many United 
States Jews find satisfying. 

It was commonly conceded that the 
way for Reform and Conservatism to in- 
troduce themselves onto the Israeli scene 
was through those Israelis to whom the 
Orthodox way of life had little meaning. 
Reform has many times reiterated that 
the Reform Rabbi who sought to lead a 
Reform congregation in Israel must be 
a Rabbi who had chosen Israel to live in. 

But Dr. Glueck had every reason to 
believe that he would not meet with the 
kind of intransigence that confronted 
him. Not only is he one of the Ameri- 
cans that Israelis love and adore, but his 
principal reason for establishing the 


school in Jerusalem was to provide 
American Reform rabbis being trained 
for the rabbinate with a first-hand knowl- 
edge of Israel and a love for the land. 

But the incident, even if the permit 
to build the school is granted, serves to 
point out that no concession can be ex- 
pected from the Orthodox. 

The POST published recently (NJP, 
June 15, 1956) news of the request of a 
second Israel synagogue, this time one 
in Jerusalem, for affiliation with the 
United States Conservative Movement. 
The action in the matter of the Reform 
school may serve to set off attacks on 
the by now two Israeli Conservative 
synagogues. We hope not, for the kind 
of Israel that the West hopes for must 
be one in which every resident is free to 
choose the kind of expression of his re- 
ligious feeling that he finds meaningful. 

There is a good chance that contact 
between the Israel and the United States 
kinds of Judaism might be most fruitful, 
not alone for Israeli Orthodox, but for 
American Reform and Conservatism. But 
this will hardly be facilitated by rever- 
sion to the kind of fighting whic’ marred 
Jewish history for the past 300 years, 
first between the emancipated Jew who 
wished to study other subjects other 
than religion, and then between Reform 
and Conservatism and Orthodoxy. 


MOST ROYAL AND MOST ANCIENT 


It took only 50 years or so for the 
most prized name and designation in 
Jewish tradition to become downgraded 
into the most unloved. 

This is the name Cohen, which for 
real Jews has always been the only 
royalty in the Jewish group. 

But Americans, and very likely the 
one writing this editorial, must have 
found the name highly unappetizing dur- 
ing the 1930s when Jews were busy 
dropping anything which reminded them- 
selves that they belonged to a religion 
which had long outlived its usefulness 
and which was nothing less than a 
burden in the 20th Century. For that 
matter in that day, any religious interest. 


NASSER’S USE OF THE JEWISH GIRL’S $2.00 


The story about the 8-year-old New 
York Jewish girl who sent $2.00 from 
which she had saved up for a Passover 
gift for her sister to Nasser for needy 
Arab children made excellent propa- 
ganda for Egypt and Nasser, indicating 
that whoever is handling Nasser’s pub- 
licity knows his business. 

This news story made the New York 
Times, and it seems every Anglo-Jewish 
paper, and you can’t blame these papers. 

Of course, Nasser is making it difficult 
for his propaganda artists—no doubt an 
American public relations firm — with 
his actions that mark him for the dic- 
tator he is, but the publicity men will 
still serve to soften things as much as 
possible, provided that is possible. 

In the world we live in, not so much 
correct actions, but what public rela- 
tions people can make people believe 
was correct is important. There can be 
a vast difference. 

Up until recently, Israel hac about 
as bad public relations as was possible. 
But that public relations work has im- 
proved amazingly in the past six months 
or more, and the attitude of the world 
has reflected this change. 


Jewish or otherwise, was considered 
something which marked a person of 
considerable unsophistication. 

But today concomitant with the new 
attitude toward Judaism, the name Co- 
hen is slowly coming into its own again. 
This progress is evident in the willing- 
ness of Britain’s newest Jewish acces- 
sion to royalty to retain the name for 
his royal title (NJP, July 27, 1956). Sir 
Henry Cohen, who was recently elevated 
to a baronetcy, has assumed the full title 
of Baron Cohen of Birkenhead, and as 
such, the Professor of Medicine at Liver- 
pool University has the most royal and 
most ancient title of any Britisher—both 
a Cohen and a member of British royalty. 


We have said before that no nation 
in the world has a better story than has 
Israel, made up as it is of pioneers and 
persons one of whose principal tasks is 


to give succor to others of its kind who 
are either being persecuted or whose 
freedom was inhibited or whosc pros- 
pects for a life of happiness were nil. 

To get back to the little giri’s story, 
which made such good publicity for 
Nasser, either the girl’s letter took a 
long time in transmission or Nasser was 
so busy with his deals with the Commies 
that he didn’t have time to answer her. 
It is not Passover that we are about to 
celebrate but New Year’s. Nor are gifts 
common at Passover. Many another 
little Jewish girl may be moved by the 
plight of the Arab refugees whom Nas- 
ser will not permit to settle on any of 
his land and will send him money to 
alleviate their condition, even if Nasser 
doesn’t do anything about it himself ex- 
cept use it to achieve his own ambitions. 
Jewish children should be taught the 
lessons of charity, and this particular 
little girl is to be praised—but not her 
parents, we assure you.

Agrees With Dr. Sanglo On Ignorance of Jews 


@ Editor, National Jewist POST: 
I find myself much in agree- 
ment with the statement (NJP, 


April 13, ’56) of Dr, Sanglo. 
(Unfortunately, your paper 
reached me only three days 


ago.) It is not a very pleasant 
feeling to be admonished and 
reprimanded on these matters 
by a non-Jewish reader — but 
worse—he’s is only too right. 
Jt reminds me to some extent 
of the people of (heathen) Nin- 
eveh, who are held up to Jews 
as a shining example of proper 
repentance on the very Day of 
Atonement—viz, - the Book of 
Jonah read during the after- 
noon service. : 

Dr. Sanglo strongly criticizes 
the “jocose and _ light-hearted 
attitude displayed by not a few 
of your readers in matters con- 
cerning Jewish law.” This atti- 
tude, so it seems to me, has its 
source in two factors: 

One of them is a _ thorough 
and regrettable ignorance of 
Jewish matters coupled with a 
not-always-benevolent lack of 
deeper understanding; the oth- 
er is the need seen by many 
Jews to devaluate Jewish law, 


wholly or partially, and to rel- 
ativize it in order to save one’s 


conscience; because recognizing 


the Law as valid in theory 
woulg mean compliance with it 
in practice, regarded by the 


non-observant as simply incon- 
venient. 

I feel, however, that 
ance of even the most basic 
facts, history and teachings of 
Judaism, is the real source of 
internal Jewish “heresy.” Clas- 
sical Judaism regards the _ ig- 
norant and non-student of Ju- 
daism as the heretic No. 1, much 
worse than the ordinary “apik- 
ores.” One of our tea¢hers in 
Pirke Aboth even goes so far 
as to state laconically: “He who 
does not study (the Law( de- 
serves to die.” While, on the 
other hand, the importance of 
the Torah and its study by all 
and sundry is stresseq time and 
again . . . The Bible shines in 
its own light—it does not need 
the geniality of our lesser lights. 
It ought to be studied painstak- 
ingly, not overlooking the classic 
commentators, and understood 
in its full widths and depths. May 
I be allowed here to cite the 


ignor- 


case of Edmund Wilson, of The 
New Yorker magazine, neither 
a Jew nor a “believer,’”’ (and I 
do not endorse all his views, for 
obvious reasons) who in his es- 
say “On the Book of Genesis” 
has shown an _ understanding 
plus an unbiased approach 
which might serve as an exam- 
ple to not a few rabbis (and 
ministers of the gospel).

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$3.5 MILLION BILL 
FOR CULTURE IN 
ISRAEL TABLED 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (NJP)— 
In the scramble to adjourn Con- 
gress a fatality was the meas- 
ure which would have divided 
$3,500,000 among Israeli cultural 
institutions, 

As a result, no action can be 
taken on the matter at least un- 
til Congress reconvenes in Jan- 
uary. 

The funds have accrued to the 
United States in Israel pounds 
as a result of its program of fa- 
cilitating the spread of United 
States papers and magazines in 
Israel. They were to have been 
divided among a large list of 
Israel charitable and _ cultural 
bodies (NJP, July 20, '56). 

The funds had been included 
in the amended Mutual Security 
appropriation approved by the 
Senate, but the House had passed 
the bill without the additional 
$3%2 million, 

































Jewish Groups Hail 
Action On Arab Bias 

NEW YORK (WNS) — State- 
ments hailing adoption by the 
Senate of a resolution aimed in 
effect at checking Arab discrim- 
ination against American citi- 
zens of Jewish faith were issued 
here by all major national Jew- 
ish organizations. The  resolu- 
tion, adopted unanimously, pro- 
vides that “it is a primary prin- 
cipile of our nation that there 
shall be no discrimination among 
United States citizens based on 
their individual religious affilia- 
tion.”
